gaining their peak of efficiency as 
late as 6 p.m. ; 

That you sleep soundest 10 
minutes after going to bed, not 
just before dawn, as is commonly 
thought. 

That if you sleep with your 
mouth open you are not at your 
best, both from the standpoint of 
appearance and from the stand- 
point of health. ; 

That too much warmth is not an 
aid to restful slumber. 

That the average individual does 
gymnastics many seconds of every 
hour to-rest himself from the 
exertion of ‘sleeping.

|Beisel Granted $1000 


|Subsidy To Conduct 


|Science Experiments 


As the result of a previously 
published article entitled “B.. Coli 
Bacterioghage”’, Gordon Beisel, 
Santa Ana junior college student 
of bacteriology, has received a 
$1000 subsidy from an eastern re- 
search corporation to further his 
experiments in bacteriology, ac- 
cording to telegraphic confirma- 
tion received here Monday. 

Announcement of the publishing 
of his paper, which was written in 
‘1932, and the awarding of the 
$1000 subsidy came as a complete 
surprise to Beisel’s friends.- 

“The whole matter has _ been 
kept as a complete secret—it’s 
been the one big thing in my life 
and I have been able to keep it 
from everyone,” Beisel said today. 
“We have been so afraid that the 
thing might not go through, we 
have told no one the contacts that 
were made to secure the subsidy.” 


Attention was drawn to Beisel’s 
article when it was discovered that 
the facts of the account threw 
light on the subject of b. coli 
organisms. 

The experiments in this line 
came by accident, Beisel said. 
Using a spark plug, a coffee can 
for a cylinder, a borrowed boudoir 
atomizer for a carburator, and a 
Ford coil turned up to 60,000 volts 
experiments were being made on 
the explosion of gases. Because of 
the lack of equipment, Beisel met 
with no success. One day he hap- 
pened to send a current through a 
culture dish of bacteria. So

Double honor was conferred the 
college here with the concurrent 
announcement by the University of 
Chicago that James T. Vlahos, an- 
other Don product, is the winner 
ot a hdif-scholarship, valued at 

150. 


Contest Annual Affair 

The Chicago scholarship is an 
annual affair conducted for the 
benefit of prospective graduates of 
junior colleges. This year students 
in 35 institutions took the tests. 

In the two-year history of the 
examinations, Santa Ana junior 
college has had two scholarship 
winners, one half-scholarship win- 
ner, and one honorable mention. 

Ernest Thacker won last year 
and Russell Koons was awarded 
honorable mention. 

University of Southern Califor- 
nia has awarded junior college 
scholarships for the past three 
years and each of these years a 
Santa Ana graduate has won one 
of them.. 

George Griffith, student presi- 
dent in 1932, won that year; Gene 
Hall, last year’s student president 
won the 1933 contest, and Thomp- 
son is the latest winner.

Reveal Alcohol Does Not

CP)—Additional college training 
for school teachers in Georgia will 
be provided next year by the state 
government under a plan recently 
made. public here by Chancellor 
Phillip.

interesting were the results that 
further work in _ relation to 
bacteriophage was started. 


According to Beisel, the new 
experimental theory is that the 
key to international immunity to 
disease lies in bacteriophage. 
When the various ’phages for 
communicable diseases can be 
combined together and expanded 
to cover the rest of the pathogenic 
field,effective use of this unknown 
organism (if it be an organism) 
will result in physical utopia as 
far as pathogenic organisms are 
concerned. 

Beisel says man may be able to 
do three things to fight disease: 
(1) through the use of antitoxins, 
(2) by the use of the bacterio- 
phage, and (3) to create antioxins 


arificially and speedily by elecrical 


means.
